Temple  Deputies  responded  to  Chantry  Flats  (ANF)  with  Sierra  Madre  Search  and  Rescue,  La  County  Fire  and  Air  5  regarding 
a  male  hiker,  who  had  fallen  from  a  cliff  near  Hermit  Falls. 

Two  persons  (a  24  year  old  Male  and  a  22  Year  old  Female)  were  located  injured.  The  female  had  slipped,  but  caught 
herself  on  a  ledge,  and  when  her  fried  tried  to  rescue  her,  he  fell  and  sustained  injuries  to  his  head  body. 

She  suffered  scrapes  and  bruises,  but  refused  medical  attention.  The  male  was  airlifted  to  Huntington  Memorial 
Hospital,  where  he  was  treated  by  Dr.  Yoon  (Ref  Temple  Urn#918-O7851-0551-713) .
